3. Claims 1 , 2 and 5-7 as amended are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1 and 7, closest art of record does not disclose all 
limitations. Specifically, Kaku (US 2002/0109780) additionally discloses updating, for 
each image, the compression ratio to satisfy the size condition of equation 2 in 
paragraph 36. [See also Fig. 3, refs. S21-S33.] However, Kaku and other closest prior 
art references (including those previously applied and/or cited), alone or in combination, 
do not disclose, teach or fairly suggest at least that the fourth compression rate 
regarding said second portion image is higher than said second compression rate and 
that the fourth compression rate having a predetermined size condition satisfied 
between a screen of a compressed image signal in which the specified subject exists 
and another screen of the compressed image signal in which the specified subject does 
not exist, as required by claims 1 and 7.
